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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant has canceled claims 53 and 86. As these claims are no longer in the case, the 
rejection of these claims is no longer applicable. This does not effect the rejection of the other 
claims. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 28 February 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

3. Applicant argues that the combination of Kelly and Deaton is improper because Deaton 
describes a point-of-sale terminal instead of a gaming machine. Yet Kelly clearly discloses a 
point-of-sale terminal. In fact, one of the primary advantages of Kelly is that the player may 
shop for prizes instead of having to accept a predetermined prize. It also allows the system 
owner to set prices and profit margins for these prizes - just like any other store. The fact that 
Kelly's "storefront" happens to be a casino or arcade is immaterial. 

Furthermore, there is no significant difference between selling entertainment and selling 
merchandise. A customer comes into an establishment and pays money for goods or services. It 
doesn't matter whether the goods are groceries or show tickets and it makes no difference if the 
services are haircuts or videogame-play. The problems of maintaining customer loyalty are the 
same. As Applicant well knows, one of the factors that may suggest the combination of 
teachings is the nature of the problem to be solved. 

Comps are tremendously well known in the gaming art. Each year casinos spend 
millions of dollars in awarding comps. They do this because comps work - they bring in repeat 
business. Clearly, any similar invention that suggests methods of improving this customer 
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loyalty through an improvement in comping would suggest itself to one of ordinary skill in the 
art. In this case, we have the combination of two closely related inventions (both deal with 
retailing). The base reference (Kelly) teaches setting up what is essentially a retail store for 
prizes. The secondary reference (Deaton) teaches a method of increasing customer loyalty at 
such a retail store. Furthermore, Deaton teaches using a method that is extremely well known to 
the art - i.e., issuing comps. 

4. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 
time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA1971).
